“There’s quite a various 
amount of items that, used 
by the wrong person at the 
wrong time, was enough 
that we made the arrest.” 

Police were keeping a 
close eye on a noisy but 
otherwise peaceful labour 
demonstration outside a 
hotel when the man drove 
by at the lunch hour in his 
modified silver Hyundai 
Elantra.

Irving Oil halts its tidal power project 

Province committed to tapping energy source, despite firm's uncertainty 


Irving Oil has decided to 
stop its involvement in 
tidal power research in 
the Bay of Fundy over con¬ 
cerns about the viability 
of the technology. 

Irving Oil officials weren’t 
willing to be interviewed on 
Thursday but in an email 
company spokeswoman 
Lesley MacLeod said: “I can 
confirm that due to policy 
concerns and uncertainty 
around the true viability of 


tidal technologies, we have 
decided to conclude our 
work on our tidal project.” 

New Brunswick Energy 
Minister Jack Keir said he 
was informed by the com¬ 
pany last week but Irving 
officials didn’t give specifics 
about why they weren’t go¬ 
ing forward. 

“I suspect part of the 
problem is there isn’t a 
technology yet — certainly 
commercialized technology 


for tidal power — that’s go¬ 
ing to allow for commer¬ 
cialization of generation of 
electricity,” Keir said. 

Two years ago, Irving 
signed a lease with the 
province for sites along the 
bay where research could 
be conducted in partner¬ 
ship with the Huntsman 
Marine Science Centre in 
St. Andrews, N.B. 

Meanwhile, Nova Scotia’s 
energy minister said the 


Irving decision would have 
no impact on the province’s 
commitment to develop 
test projects in the bay’s Mi¬ 
nas Passage. 

Bill Estabroolcs said the 
province remained com¬ 
mitted to harnessing tidal 
power as an alternate 
source of energy. 

“We have an obligation, a 
duty and a responsibility to 
respond because Nova Sco¬ 
tians have said tidal power 


is something they are inter¬ 
ested in pursuing and we 
are going to continue to do 
that,” said Estabroolcs. 

The government has con¬ 
tributed money toward a 
test project run by Nova 
Scotia Power and Irish- 
based OpenHydro. The proj¬ 
ect hit a major snag earlier 
this month after currents 
broke off two blades from a 
massive 400-tonne turbine.

Local takes strait to 
qualify for Channel

swimming Kristin Roe will 
brave the frigid waters of 
the Northumberland Strait 
to qualify to swim the Eng¬ 
lish Channel. 

But it’s nothing she 
hasn’t done before. 

“I know the Northumber¬ 
land Strait like the back of 
the hand,” said the Halifax 
resident. “I’ve been in that 
water so many times. I 
know all the pillars of that 
bridge, and the English 
Channel I have never seen 
except for on the televi¬ 
sion.” 

Roe, 29, booked her slot 
to tackle the Channel one 
year ago. Since then, she’s 
been swimming four times 
a week for up to three 
hours at a time, running 
and lifting weights. 

“It does sort of take over 
your life,” she said with a 
chuckle. “I’m normally up 
at 5:30 a.m. to be either in 
the pool or in Chocolate 
Lake to swim by 6.” 

To qualify, Roe must 
swim continuously for six 
hours in waters below 16 C. 
She said on Sunday the 
Strait was around 13 C. 

“I had to get the OK from 
my doctor, I had to send a

mer Kristin Roe said it costs 
around $ 7,000 to swim the 
English Channel. 

swim resume it was crazy,” 
she said. 

Roe is hoping her English 
Channel swim will raise 
$100,000 for the Stephen 
Lewis Foundation and the 
Nova Scotia Gambia Associ¬ 
ation. Roe is involved with 
both charities, which raise 
awareness of the HIV/AIDS 
pandemic in Africa. 

Roe, an IWK Health Cen¬ 
tre worker, completed a sin¬ 
gle crossing of the Strait in 
2005, and a double crossing 
in 2008. 

Marathon swimmers are 
not allowed to wear wet¬ 
suits, she said. Roe will be 
wearing a bathing suit, cap 
and goggles. She said 
marathon swimmers lube 
up in grease such as Vase¬ 
line and lanolin to add an 
extra layer of warmth and 
to prevent chaffing. 

Roe is scheduled to swim 
Friday, but an Environment 
Canada wind warning leads 
Roe to believe her swim will 
not go forward until Satur¬ 
day. If she qualifies, Roe will 
swim the Channel the last 
week of July.

Tattoo gets big cash infusion

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay was in Halifax 
Thursday to announce al¬ 
most half a million dollars 
in funding for the Royal 
Nova Scotia International 
Tattoo. 

As part of the Marquee 
Tourism Events Program, 
the federal government 
will provide $473,082 in 
funding for the Tattoo. 
MacKay said the funding is 
“great news for the 
province of Nova Scotia.” 

“Now in its 31st year, the 
Royal Nova Scotia Interna¬ 


tional Tattoo is world-class 
event, featuring perform¬ 
ers from around the globe, 
which attracts repeat visi¬ 
tors and new fans every 
year,” said MacKay. 

Industry Minister Tony 
Clement already an¬ 
nounced the funding on 
May 7, in a press confer¬ 
ence in Ottawa. 

According to Tattoo co¬ 
ordinators, the money will 
be spent on stepping up its 
marketing, both domestic 
and abroad. 

MacKay noted that the 
funding was in addition to 
the “roughly $700,000” in 
funding from the Depart¬ 
ment of National Defence. 


He said the Tattoo is an¬ 
other event promoting 
Canada on the internation¬ 
al stage, citing the 2010 
Vancouver Olympics, the 
Formula-1 in Montreal, 
and the G8 and G20 meet¬ 
ings taking place in Toron¬ 
to this weekend. 

This year’s tattoo, taking 
place from July 1 to 8, will 
feature over 2,000 military 
and civilian performers 
from eight countries, in¬ 
cluding Canada, Germany, 
and the United Kingdom. 

The Tattoo came under 
criticism after a disagree¬ 
ment with Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II’s handlers in March 
resulted in her abstaining 


from the event. 

Tattoo artistic director 
Ian Fraser said he thinks 
its unfortunate that the 
Queen will not be in atten¬ 
dance. 

“(It) is a very unfortunate 
thing, because we were 
very disappointed,” he 
said. 

But Fraser said a late ad¬ 
dition to the Tattoo’s cast 
may alleviate the disap¬ 
pointment of the Queen’s 
absence, bringing out an 
Elvis impersonator to play 
for gathered media and 
Tattoo participants. 

“We may not have the 
Queen, but we have the 
King,” he said.

Johnstons Pond to 
be protected coast 

Nature conservancy secures almost 300 acres

The Nature Conservancy of 
Canada wants to give No¬ 
va Scotians a gift for Cana¬ 
da’s 143rd birthday. 

The NCC announced it 
has secured almost 300 
acres of natural habitat 
along the province’s south 
shore, comprising an area 
known as Johnstons Pond. 

The newly protected 
land adds to the 480 acres 
already under NCC protec¬ 
tion in the Port Joli area. 

According to the NCC, 
Johnstons Pond is an im- 


Johnstons Pond is

the NCC. Taken together, 
the secured land covers al¬ 
most 13 square kilometres. 


portant coastal habitat; an 
undisturbed estuary divid¬ 
ed from the Atlantic Ocean 
by a barrier beach. The 
area is a viable breeding 
ground for the Piping 
Plover, an endangered 
species, as well as several 
other varieties of coastal 
avian species. 

“With almost 300 acres 


of land protected in the 
Johnstons Pond area, to¬ 
day’s announcement adds 
to the conservation puzzle 
along Nova Scotia’s south 
shore,” said Linda Stephen¬ 
son, the NCC’s regional 
vice-president. 

“Without the support of 
our partners, the acquisi¬ 
tion of this important mi¬ 
gratory bird habitat would 
have been nearly impossi¬ 
ble.” 

Since 1962, the NCC and 
its partners have protected 
more than two million 
acres across Canada, in¬ 
cluding 23,000 acres in No¬ 
va Scotia alone.

Global leaders meeting 
for the next three days in 
Canada will have to paper 
over gaping differences af¬ 
ter discouraged 
negotiators in last-minute 
talks made little progress 
on how to repair the 
world’s economy. 

Sources tell The Canadi¬ 
an Press that the final 
hours of talks among G20 
negotiators — known as 
“sherpas” because they do 
the heavy lifting before 
the summit — yielded lit¬ 
tle in the way of substan¬ 
tive agreement.

The last thing they heard 
was the piercing whistle 
of an oncoming train. 

Moments later, dozens

Protests grind

oil spill A cap was back in

Bob Dudley, BP’s new 
point man for the oil re¬ 
sponse, said removing the 


cap was the right move be¬ 
cause fluid seemed to be 
leaking and could have 
been a safety hazard. While 
the cap was off, clouds of 
black oil gushed unchecked 
at up to 394,000 litres per 
hour, though a specialized 
ship at the surface man¬ 
aged to suck up and inciner¬ 
ate some.

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Centre of controversy 

Report's findings depend on who's interpreting 



ast Friday, a group 
calling itself the 
Coalition to Save 
the View held a 

_press conference to 

release its analysis of four 
reports on the financial vi¬ 
ability of a new conven¬ 
tion centre for downtown 
Halifax. Promoters want 
the province to ante up 
one-third of its $ 300-mil¬ 
lion cost. 

You may recall that 
when those vital-to- 
understanding-the- 
business-case reports were 
first released last winter 
— following a freedom of 
information request from 
(let the record show) the 
coalition rather than any 
media outlet — they were 


so heavily censored as to 
be unintelligible. 

At the end of April, un¬ 
der orders from provincial 
Infrastructure Minister 
Bill Estabroolcs, the re¬ 
ports were finally re¬ 
leased, almost in full. 

Initial media accounts 
claimed the reports sup¬ 
ported the convention 
centre. While technically 
true, such conclusions, 
the coalition countered, 
“can only have resulted 
from a very superficial 
reading of the reports.” 
The coalition’s documen¬ 
tation includes four, 
small-type pages filled 
with quotations from the 
reports, each raising 
doubts about the case for 
the convention centre. 

Between caveats — one 
report concedes it was 
prepared “without the 
benefit of any primaiy re¬ 
search” — and quietly ac¬ 
knowledged facts — a 
“huge supply of underuti¬ 
lized facilities in the U.S.” 
is forcing convention mar¬ 


keters to deep discount or 
eliminate rental rates en¬ 
tirely in order to attract 
ever fewer conventions — 
the coalition argues the 
reports don’t actually 
make the upbeat case they 
claim to. 

The coalition’s own 
analysis indicates it will 
cost governments far 
more to cover the interest 
on borrowing funds to 
build the centre than it 
will recover in additional 
tax revenues. 

“There’s no business 
case,” the coalition con¬ 
cludes. 

Rather than responding 
to the substance of those 
arguments, Halifax Herald 
business columnist Roger 
Taylor began his day-after- 
the-press-conference col¬ 
umn this way: “It must be 
difficult for a group call¬ 
ing itself the Coalition to 
Save the View to argue 
that its opposition to a 
new convention centre in 
Halifax is anything other 
than an attempt to pre¬ 


vent highrises from being 
built in the downtown.” 

Huh? 

Taylor coupled his swipe 
at the coalition’s motives 
— he didn’t mention that 
one key report in favour 
of a new convention cen¬ 
tre was written by the ex¬ 
ecutive director of Con¬ 
vention Centres of Cana¬ 
da, a convention industry- 
promoting agency — with 
a no-numbers, no-analysis 
attack on its conclusions. 
“The coalition’s effort to 
fight the project on eco¬ 
nomic grounds,” he wrote, 
“fell short.” 

Of what exactly? 

The convention centre 
is beginning to sound like 
the Commonwealth 

Games all over again. 
With promoters and the 
puff press urging us to 
drink the Kool Aid — 
without wanting to tell us 
what’s really in it.

Signs of 
improving 
American 
economy 
in reports 

American businesses 
spent more on big-ticket 
goods in May and the 
pace of layoffs slowed in 
the past week, the latest 
evidence that the U.S. 
economy is gradually 
improving. 

Overall, factory orders 
for durable goods fell 1.1 
per cent last month, the 
U.S. Commerce 
Department said Thursday. 
But that was largely the re¬ 
sult of a drop in demand 
for commercial aircraft. 

Excluding the volatile 
transportation sector, 
orders rose 0.9 per cent af¬ 
ter falling in April. 
Contributing to the 
strength was a 2.1 per cent 
rise in business spending. 

Meanwhile, the number 
of people filing first-time 
claims for jobless benefits 
fell last week by 19,000, the 
largest drop in two months. 

New claims declined to a 
seasonally adjusted 
457,000, the Labor Depart¬ 
ment said. That’s about the 
same level that they were 
at the beginning of the 
year. The four-week 
average dipped to 462,750, 
the first drop in six weeks. 

The stubbornly high lev¬ 
el of requests for jobless aid 
is a sign hiring remains 
weak even as the economy 
recovers. Initial claims have 
dropped steadily after 
reaching a peak of651,000 
in March 2009. But claims 
need to fall closer to 
425,000 to signal sustained 
job growth, many 
economists say. 

The reports come amid 
mixed news on the health 
of the economic recovery. 

The Federal Reserve on 
Wednesday provided a 
more cautious outlook 
while keeping interest rates 
near record lows. The Fed 
said the economic recovery 
is “proceeding,” a more re 
served judgment than in 
April when it said economic 
activity had strengthened.

Protectionism a lethal risk, report says 


The G20 summit goal of

Italy coach takes blame 

Says his winless team played with 'fear in their legs' 


Marcello Lippi delivered 
a scathing verdict on his 
humiliated team 
Thursday after Italy was 
sent tumbling out of the 
World Cup by Slovakia, 
confessing he failed to 
motivate his aging squad 
that had played with 
fear. 

After the defending 
champion was eliminated 
Thursday without winning 
a game in one of the tour¬ 
nament’s easiest groups, 
the veteran Italy coach 
had to accept the truth 
that everyone else had 
seen. 

“I take full responsibili¬ 
ty,” Lippi said after the 3-2 
loss to Slovakia. “I thought 
this team could do more 
and that’s what I prepared 
it to do, but when you see 
a team that plays with fear 
in their legs and in their 
hearts you understand 
that you have failed.” 

Save for the final 10 min¬ 
utes against Slovakia, 
Italy’s attack was confused 
and unable to hit the tar¬ 
get. Lippi started all three 
group games with different 
formations but could never 
find the right formula.

“It’s my fault,” Lippi 
added. “I wasn’t able to 
motivate the team. When 
something like this hap¬ 
pens, it’s always the 
leader’s fault. I thought I 
played an important role 
when the team won, so it’s 
only fair to have had just 
as big an impact in this 
failure.” 

Lippi led Italy to the 


2006 title, when the Az- 
zurri conceded only two 
goals over seven matches. 
This time they let in five 
goals in just three games, 
with 36-year-old captain 
Fabio Cannavaro responsi¬ 
ble in part for the first two 
in the opening 1-1 draws 
with Paraguay and 78th- 
ranlced New Zealand. 

Nine players on the 


squad were 30 or older. 

“It’s everyone’s fault, 
not just Lippi’s. We’ve all 
got to be accountable,” de¬ 
fender Gianluca Zambrot- 
ta said. “When you finish 
last in a group with New 
Zealand, Paraguay and Slo¬ 
vakia, with all respect to 
those teams, it’s only right 
to go home.”

The final product makes

tion, but probably weren’t 
paying much attention. 

The plot (such as it is) 
sees Sandler and co. reunit¬ 
ing over the death of their 
former basketball coach. 
Even though they only 


spent a few years with the 
coach as teenagers, he in¬ 
sisted that they all attend 
his funeral. Weirdly, it 
seems as though the coach 
had no family, because 
soon they’re in charge of 
dumping out the ashes and 


turn it into a weekend re¬ 
union. 

Eveiyone has little prob¬ 
lems when they arrive, but 
they don’t matter that 
much and are all wrapped 
up in one painfully long 
weepy scene. 


Other than that the 
movie is little more than a 
string of gags with the 
five friendly comedians 
trying to make each other 
laugh. 

Admittedly, there are 
some chuckles to be had, 
but the best laughs most 
likely took place when 
the cameras weren’t 
rolling. 

There’s nothing wrong 
with lowbrow comedies 
that have no ambition be¬ 
yond easy laughs, but 
Grown Ups is particularly 
lazy.

Rathbone rising

Jackson Rathbone might

\It’s not exactly the type 
of movie that you’d expect 
to see from the director of 
tense thrillers like Signs 
and The Sixth Sense, but 
Rathbone revealed that M.

“Apparently his daugh¬ 
ters were big fans of the 
show and it was their idea 
to do this movie. So he 
spread his wings and made 
a family film,” said Rath¬ 
bone before clarifying, 
“Well, not a family film in a 
sense that it’s G-rated and 
cows are talking to pigs. 
This is a film with so much 
action that everyone’s going 
to love it.” 

Much like the TV series 
that inspired it, the film 
will be filled with complex 
action sequences guaran¬ 
teed to thrill audiences. It’s 
a big part of what drew 
Rathbone to the project 
and he was thrilled to play 
an action hero. 

“I probably did about 90 
per cent of my fights and it 
was a blast,” said Rathbone. 

“I got to work with some 
of the premiere stuntmen 
and stuntwomen in the in¬ 
dustry.

Hollywood saw the al¬ 
lure early on, recognizing 
that road movies offer op¬ 
portunities to inject excit¬ 
ing secondary characters 
and interesting scenery in¬ 
to stories each time the 
leads stop in a new town. 
Add to that the sexy appeal 
of two people running for 
their lives and you have a 
new genre — the fugitive 
couple movie. 

Whether it is the 
doomed Hemy Fonda and 
Sylvia Sydney on the lam 
in 1937s You Only Live 
Once or Tom Cruise and 
Cameron Diaz’s worldwide 
trek in this weekend’s 
Knight and Day, the idea of 
runaways on the open 
road has been irresistible 
to filmmakers. 

One early fugitive road 
movie is Persons in Hid¬ 
ing, a nasty 1939 film 
based on J. Edgar Hoover’s 
bestselling book of the 


same name. J. Carrol 
Naish stars as a small-time 
hood on the run with 
Dorothy Bronson (Patricia 
Morison). 

Together they rob banks 
and even kidnap a hapless 
stranger all to appease Ms. 
Bronson’s appetite for 
champagne and furs. Of 
course, this being based 
on Hoover’s book, the pair 
isn’t mythologized a la 
Bonnie and Clyde. No, the 
heroes here are the FBI 
who use their “infallible” 
methods to bring the cou¬ 
ple to justice. 

Better known is The Get¬ 
away, Sam Peckinpah's vio¬ 
lent love letter to criminal 
behaviour. Based on a 1959 
pulp novel by Jim Thomp¬ 
son, it stars Steve Mc¬ 
Queen as a cocky safe¬ 
cracker who hits the road 
with Ali MacGraw follow¬ 
ing a botched holdup. 


Panned on its original re¬ 
lease — Roger Ebert called 
it “a big, glossy, imperson¬ 
al mechanical toy” — it 
was a box office success, 
partly because of the 
ruckus the tabloids made 
when MacGraw left her 
husband, producer Robert 
Evans, for McQueen dur¬ 
ing production. 

More recently crime and 
scandal were at the heart 
of Natural Born Killers, a 
satire of media sensation¬ 
alism and America's love 
affair with violence. 
Woody Harrelson and Juli¬ 
ette Lewis play married 
murderers — “the best 
thing to happen to mass 
murder since Manson” — 
on a cross country killing 
spree.

Comeback kid

Five years is a long time 
between albums in the 
pop music world. 

Many artists would have 
released at least two studio 
CDs during that time, 
maybe a DVD and a live al¬ 
bum as well. 

We can excuse Sarah 
Harmer’s long break be¬ 
tween albums, though. 
She’s been preoccupied. 

For the past five years, 
Harmer has been at the 
centre of a fight to block a 
proposed gravel quarry on a 
picturesque piece of the Ni¬ 
agara Escarpment near her 
childhood home in rural 
north Burlington, Ont. 

The Juno-winning singer- 
songwriter’s time has been 
taken up with raising 
funds, hiring consultants, 
lobbying politicians, study-

ing scientific reports and 
prepping for a seemingly 
endless series of land-use 
hearings. 

If anything, it’s surpris¬ 
ing that she found any time 
at all to write and record 
her new CD, Oh Little Fire, 
which was released this 
week. 

“Yeah, it was a long time 
coming,” Harmer agrees in 
an interview from her 
home near Kingston. “But 
perspective is pretty impor¬ 


tant when it comes to 
time.” 

Harmer admits it wasn’t 
easy to pick up songs that, 
in some cases, she had 
started years earlier. 

“I started a few of them a 
long time ago,” she ex¬ 
plains. “I’d have an idea for 
a song — a melody, a verse, 
a little bit of sentiment — 
to get back to it and make 
something complete, that 
took a while.” 

Her previous album, I’m 
a Mountain, was released in 
2005 shortly after she had 
formed the environmental 
group PERL (Protecting Es¬ 
carpment Rural Land) to 
fight the quarry proposal. It 
was an acoustic record with 
a country tinge and filled 
with the politics of the envi¬ 
ronment. It made the short 
list for the Polaris Music 
Prize for top Canadian al¬ 
bum. An accompanying 
DVD won a Juno award.

Who knows how many al¬ 
bums were sold on the 
strength of a Roger Dean 
painting or a surreal Hipig- 
nosis landscape?

Album artwork was mor¬ 
tally wounded by the CD 
and rendered almost irrel¬ 
evant by the MP3.

this shot. There’s Em’s 
stints in rehab — prompt¬ 
ed by an accidentally over¬ 
dose of methadone — 
where he recovered from 
addictions to Vicodin, Vali¬ 
um and Ambien. But be¬ 
cause he’s in a box, what 
does that say about his 
state of mind and self-per¬ 
ception? 

There’s Detroit and the 
auto industry’s wished-for 
recovery and, dare we say 
it, renaissance after 
decades of decline. But 
why is the plaza deserted? 

Before you hear a single 
note or rhyme, Recovery is 
mysterious, disturbing and 
thought-provoking

“Shall we get a menu?”

That scene was the last 
the TV audience would see 
of As the World Turns that 
day as CBS News seized the 
schedule for continuous 
coverage of President John 
Kennedy’s as- 
sassination. 

The young, 
dark-headed 
actor who 
played Dr. 

Bob, as well as 
the rest of the 
cast, completed the show 
shielded from both the fact 
of its pre-emption and the 
terrible reason why. 

Only after the episode’s 
final fade-out did they 
learn of the tragedy, as the 
actor portraying Dr. Bob, 
Don Hastings, recalled one 
day last week. 

Now 76 and handsomely 
silver-haired, Hastings was 
in his dressing room be¬ 
tween scenes at the Brook¬ 
lyn studio the series has 
called home the past 
decade. He was still play¬ 
ing Dr. Bob — lately the 
head of Oakdale Memorial 
Hospital and, as always, 
endowed with a perfect 
bedside manner — just a 
few months shy of 50 years 
after landing the part. 

But Hastings won’t get 
to reach his half-century 


milestone in October. On 
Sept. 17, TV’s oldest day¬ 
time drama will fold. 

On Wednesday, ATWT 
wrapped production forev¬ 
er. 

“It’s been a job and a 
home and friendships for 
50 years,” said Hastings, an 
avuncular, era-spanning 
presence as he pondered 
the series’ end. “I don’t 
think it’s hit me yet.” 

The summer after CBS’ 
Guiding Light was cut 
down after 72 years on ra¬ 
dio and then television, 
the doomsday scenario 
that has

plagued 
soaps for 
decades has 
now claimed 
ATWT. 

ABC’s 
General Hos¬ 
pital, which premiered in 
April 1963, will now inher¬ 
it the title as TV’s oldest 
soap. But who knows for 
how long? 

Used to be, at any given 
time there were a dozen or 
more daytime dramas on 
the networks. Soon there 
will be only six, with only 
ABC’s One Life to Live still 
originating in New York. 
The ratings for all of them 
are a fraction of what they 
once were, and continue 
in a downward spiral. 
ATWT, ranked last, this 
season is averaging 2.4 mil¬ 
lion viewers, whereas in 
the 1991-92 season, it drew 
6.7 million viewers, ac¬ 
cording to the Nielsen Co. 

“This show was created 
in the 1950s, and now 
there are different viewing 
patterns, different eco-

nomic models, and we’re 
all fighting a tough fight 
to stay in the business,” 
said Chris Goutman, 
ATWT executive producer 
since 1999. “Daytime has 
been in trouble for a long 
time, and we’re part of 
that bigger picture. 


“But when was the time 
that I thought we were 
fighting a losing battle? 
Never. I always think we’re 
going to win the battle. 
But this time we didn’t.” 

Last December, CBS 
made it official, a death 
decree that, paired with 


the demise of Guiding 
Light, marks the exit of 
Procter & Gamble’s pro¬ 
duction arm from the soap 
opera business. This, of 
course, is a company for 
which the term “soap 
opera” was coined in the 
radio era when it began 


deploying such shows to 
advertise its detergent and 
soap products. (ATWT 
took over the studio space 
where yet another Procter 
& Gamble soap, Another 
World, was taped until 
NBC cancelled it in 1999.)

It’s not always easy for 
child stars to continue 
their career into 
adulthood, or even puber¬ 
ty.

But Miley is making more 
than a musical statement 
with the record. With songs 
like the title track and Ro- 
bot, she’s 
sending a 
message of a 
young 

woman who 
cannot be 
controlled. 

“It’s all 
about break¬ 
ing free, be¬ 
ing who you 
are and not 
being afraid 
to tell the

What makes Miley hap¬ 
py, however, doesn’t always 
make others happy. And 
the more she inches to 
adulthood, the more critics 
she seems to garner for be¬ 
haviour deemed age inap¬ 
propriate.

Earlier this month she 
simulated a girl-on-girl kiss 
while performing on 
Britain’s Got Talent, and on 
the Much Music Awards, 
she gyrated onstage while 
wearing a revealing outfit. 

Joan Ulrich, of Northville, 
Mich., worries about the af¬ 
fect Miley’s recent behav¬ 
iour will have on her young 
nieces. 

“Their mom bought 
them tickets to see her 
show and they were so ex¬ 
cited about her. They had 
her videos, T-shirts, the 
whole thing,” she said. 
“Then she evolves into this 
sex kitten and there’s no 
control with her.” 

But Miley brushes off her 
critics, deeming them un¬ 
satisfied and unhappy with 
their own lives. 

“It’s just kind of a sad 
thing to think about people 
and how they are. I never 
really let it affect me,” she 
adds. “My mom is at the 
side of that stage and if I 
ever felt I was disappoint¬ 
ing her or not making her 
proud, I would not do the 
things I do, but she’s proud 
of me every time.”

The story 
about a troubled year for 
two brothers, one of whom 
finds solace in a relation¬ 
ship with a boy, made him 
feel less like an “alien on 
your own planet.” 



A world of books fol¬ 
lowed. Brent read his way 
through Tom Dolby, Robin 
Reardon, Julie Ann Peters 
and David Levithan. 

Books that speak to les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender and questioning 
teens have travelled light 
years since John Dono¬ 
van’s I’ll Get There. It Bet¬ 
ter be Worth the Trip led 
the way in 1969, now long 
out of print. The book on 
the confused world of 13- 
year-old Davy and the jock 
he kisses will be reissued 
in September from Flux, 
an imprint of Llewellyn 
Worldwide. 

Well before gay charac¬ 
ters began popping up in 
the mainstream on TV and 
at the movies, librarians 
embraced I’ll Get There, 
said Kathleen T. Horning, 
director of the Co-operative 
Children’s Book Center of 
the School of Education at 
the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Madison. 

Still, until now few LGBT 
titles became blockbusters. 
That changed with two 
boys named Will Grayson 
and a very large, very 
GLEE-ful linebacker 

named Tiny. 

Will Grayson, Will 
Grayson, by Levithan and 
John Green, debuted on the 
New York Times children’s 
bestseller list and stayed 
there for three weeks after 
its April release. It’s a first 
for a young adult novel 
with major gay themes and 
has delighted hungry teen 
readers — fanboys and fan- 
girls who were the likely 
reason the book became a 
trending topic on Twitter. 
Penguin has 60,000 copies 
in print. 

In alternating chapters, 
Green and Levithan write 
of two 16-year-old boys 
with little in common, liv¬ 
ing in separate Chicago 
suburbs. One’s depressed 
and struggling to come out 
and the other is straight 
with a flamboyantly gay 
friend in Tiny Cooper, a 
football star on the hunt 
for love — and stardom in 
musical theatre.
